ERHAPS YOU WHO read this are a service- 
[Puss wife, or sister, or mother, or friend 

awaiting his home-coming. You have 
looked forward to his coming home, you have 
thought that if he could just be at home it would be 
the greatest happiness you could know. When he 
went into the service you sent a prayer with him 
that he might be guided and blessed and protected.

Your part 
in helping transform differences into unity may be 
that of keeping a calm attitude when misunder- 
standings arise, in being willing to adjust your way 
of life to new patterns if necessary, in facing the 
fact that you may have allowed yourself to fall 
into habits of thought not always constructive. 
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God is with you as love and tolerance and un- 
derstanding; He is with you as poise and patience, 
calmness and cheerfulness. His Spirit is with you 
to help you stay close to the real values, to help 
you see the fine and brave spirit that is in the 
ones you love, in spite of the things they may do 
or say that you do not understand. God was your 
guide, your comfort, your strength through days of 
war.

What if you are a serviceman on your way 
home?
